with these worn carcasses without 
adding any other malfunctions. Our 
concern as we review the hazardous 
substances around us has brought us to 
the above subject and generated some 
thoughts we would like to share with you. 

Some hazards we simply must live with 
if we are to be involved in shooting. The 
basic rules of firearm safety have brought 
some of these hazards to near zero; the 
removing of bolts when not at the bench 
shooting for example. All are aware of the 
hazards of improper handling of primers. 
These hazards we understand and we 
take care to follow proven safety mea- 
sures. Some possibly unknown hazards 
are around us. It would seem important 
that each of the hazards be evaluated as 
to their usefullness compared with what 
those hazardous substances, accom- 
plish. Perhaps the risk is not worth the 
hazard. For example, a few years back 
the news was that nitrobenzene had been 
removed from Hoppe’s and it was 
assumed that the effectiveness of 
Hoppe’s was lowered. Nitrobenzene is 
not a solvent for copper. Its effectiveness 
in getting copper out of barrels is very 
limited if not ineffective. But the hazards 
of nitrobenzene are enormous, highly 
hazardous to the human body, and it can 
be taken into the body through the skin, 
lungs or mouth. Perhaps Hoppe’s did us 
all a great service when they dropped the 
use of nitrobenzene. 

The following was extracted from a 
standard reference book, ‘‘Dangerous 
Properties of Industrial Materials,’ 3rd 
Edition, 1968 by N. Irving Sax. This text 
lists 10,000 substances and their asso- 
ciated hazards. The whole book was 
reviewed and the list of items likely to be 
encountered by shooters was developed.

None of the toxicity ratings are ab- 
solute so some level of common sense 
must be applied in comparing one item to 
the next. Some of the substances can be 
detected by smell, others by feel. The 
problem with this sort of detection is that, 
without doubt, some level of that sub- 
stance is getting into the body during 
detection. Often without smell or physical 
sensations they find their way into our 
systems. There are a number of other 
substances not on our list that we are 
exposed to during our activities. , 

Some let their presence be known in 
short order. Ammonia and petroleum 
distillates are two examples. The primary 
problem with these two as well as a 
number of other substances is the fact 
that they displace oxygen and we simply 
don’t operate too great without desirable 


levels of oxygen being pumped into our 
ventilation system. 

A number of these substances can be 
taken into the body through the skin. For 
example ‘‘Quicksilver,’’ Engine Cleaner, 
which is now in use for powder fouling 
removal from barrels is loaded with ar- 
omatic petroleum distillate and in addition 
butyl cellosolve. This solvent comes in an

I've become more and more concerned 
of late about the longevity of my shooting 
habits, and | think some of my feelings are 
shared by a growing number of other 
shooters. Looking back on the number of 
shooters attending the smaller benchrest 
matches over the past couple of years, 
I've been impressed with a singular, 
rather alarming fact: there just aren’t as 
many people coming to these matches as 
there used to be. 

Sure, most of the old faces are there, 
match after match and year after year. 
But what about the new shooters we 
need to keep the sport going ... and 
growing? There are, to be sure, new 
faces from time to time. In the main, 
however, the number of new shooters 
has not kept up with the number who 
have ‘“‘retired’’ from the sport. 

Think back, if you will, to your last few 
trips to the range. | don’t mean trips to 
the range on match days but to those 
days when you've gone out to practice, 
to develop loads, to experiment with a 
new technique or component. How many 
shooters were at the range on those

days? More importantly, how many of 
those shooters were at the range on a 
match day? 

Perhaps you, like me, have been ap- 
proached — probably more than once — 
by a ‘‘plinker’’ or a hunter or a varmint 
shooter curious about what we were 
doing with that funny looking rifle. Being 
shooters, too, there are the inevitable 
questions about actions, calibers, loads, 
the kind of accuracy we’re getting, and — 
finally — ‘‘What does a rifle like that 
cost?’’ My experience has been. . . if you 
want to keep the conversation going 
during these troubled times .. . it’s time 
to clear your throat a couple of times and 
start talking about the weather. Interest 
can dwindle quickly if you're overly glib in 
talking about thousand dollar rifles to a 
guy who’s trying to figure out where he’s 
going to come up with the money for a 
new set of tires for the family Chevy. 

“Big deal!’’ you say. “‘If he’s really 
interested, he'll find a way to buy himself 
a rifle. In the meantime, .. .”’ 

Trouble is, ‘‘in the meantime”’ those of 
us who have the equipment and want to

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use it are running out of — or face the 
possibility of losing — our places to 
shoot. 

The smaller ranges which sponsor 
matches drawing 10 to 25 or 30 shooters 
are facing something of an economic 
crisis. On a good day, and with a little 
luck, costs and income will teeter toward 
the profit side of the ledger. If it’s a 
club-owned range, dues and profits from 
some of the more profitble shooting 
sports can help defray expenses. (But 
don't forget the complaint that two or 
three people in the club are doing all the 
work. If you’ve been shooting for very 
long, you've heard it.) 

My real fear is for the longevity of the 
smaller (10 to 20 bench) privately-owned 
ranges. I’ve heard of several that are for 
sale, and when you consider the facts, it’s 
fairly easy to see why. In the first place 
— given today’s inflated values — the 
range owner has a considerable invest- 
ment in land. Then there is the cost of 
physical facilities: benches, a cover for 
the firing line, possibly a covered loading 
area, restroom facilities, perhaps a few 
facilities for campers, a passable road 
into the range, target frames, a backer 
system, etc. Can't forget the need for 
liability insurance. 

Too, there are the incidental expenses 
connected with the match itself. Unless 
our range owner is blessed with a large 
family, a bevy of relatives, or a flock of 
friends, there’s the need for a hired range 
crew and, of course, people to take care 
of the scoring and statistical chores. This 
has all been preceded by the cost of 
mailing programs, interrupted by the 
costs of targets and awards, and fol- 
lowed by the costs of mailing final bul- 
letins. 

Did you ever stop to figure out a range 
owner’s return on a match drawing 20 to 
30 shooters (or less). . . his hourly wage 
for the time (and money) he’s invested? 
In all too many cases, an acre of corn or 
soybeans looks economically inviting 
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when compared to an acre of rifle range. 
Benchrest shooting needs something 
to stimulate new competitors, to get them 


both interested and active. Nowhere . 


does the possibility to stimulate new 
interest in our sport seem better than in 
the Hunter Class. 

Hunter Class shooting, like any com- 
petitive sport, has seen a great deal of 
emphasis placed on equipment im- 
provement as a means of attaining better 
scores — a bending of the rules seem- 
ingly to the limits of their elasticity. Many 
have been the benefits to all of us from 
ths experimental process. 

But setting aside the purely competi- 
tive aspects, my understanding of Hunter 
Class is that it came into being to 
stimulate gradual interest in benchrest by 
letting the would-be competitor get his 
feet wet with a hunting-type rifle shot for 
score rather than group. Somehow it 
doesn’t seem quite logical that a rifle 
fitted with a fiberglass stock designed 
expressly for use on sandbags, fitted with 
a match grade stainless steel barrel of 
maximum allowable dimensions, and 
last, but certainly not least, fitted with a 
two-ounce trigger sans safety is exactly 
what John Q. Citizen has in mind when 
he starts talking about a hunting rifle. 

The rifles it takes to be competitive 
today are truly instruments of precision 
— expensive instruments. Seemingly 
gone are the days when a fellow could be 
reasonably competitive with a factory 
700 BDL Varmint chambered for a car- 
tridge like the 308 Winchester. Also 
seemingly gone are the days when a 
fellow could gradually ‘‘update”’ that rifle 
— a bedding job on the factory stock, 
replacement of the stock with a spec- 
ialized fiberglass number later, eventual 
replacement of the barrel with a stainless 
tube, and replacement of the factory 
trigger with a two-ounce conversion as 
money permits — into a full-blown Hunter 
Class piece. 

The non-competitor with some interest 
in stool shooting is, | think, at once 
fascinated and put off by the array of 
rifles and related equipment he sees at a 
match. Anyone even mildly interested in 
accuracy and accurate rifles has to be 
impressed by the capability of the 
equipment in use today. But certainly not 
everyone with the urge to do so can 
afford to join in the fun. 


can try a little score shooting merely by 
changing telescopes. In other words, 
have aclass for the smaller capacity 6mm 
cases popular in group shooting. 

Too, a handicap system of sorts could 
be adopted for Hunter Class in which the 
shooter using a factory unaltered rifle 
would be given some ‘‘points”’ as an edge 
against the shooter with a completely 
custom rifle. The handicap points could 
be deducted on a fixed basis to allow for 
gradual updating of rifles — so many for 
rebedding, so many for restocking in 
fiberglass, so many for a match grade 
barrel, so many for a two-ounce trigger. 


In that manner, the would-be shooter 
who can't afford a big initial cash outlay 
for equipment could get into the game on 
a more equal — and a more gradual — 
basis. 

These certainly aren’t new ideas. But 
hopefully there is a growing body of 
shooters who can see the handwriting on 
the wall when it comes to the longevity of 
some of our smaller ranges as well as to 
the growth of our sport. If we don’t start 
giving some thought to some of these 
problems one of these days, we're all 
going to be in trouble.

COUPLE OF COMMENTS 
ON CASE DESIGN 


Many years ago Harvey Donaldson 
designed the 6mm Donaldson Interna- 
tional case. For some reason it did not 
become popular; certainly not as much in 
demand as the very usable 6mm Walker 
International. One looks at the case 
pictured in P. O. Ackley’s Handbook, and 
it has all the goodies that people demand 
today .... a Straight body, 30 degree 
shoulder, small powder capacity. When | 
received my set of 6mm Donaldson 
reamers, | was impressed, and promptly 
sent in an order to make up a set in .224 
caliber also. Can’t have too much of a 
good thing. 

A rifle was soon chambered in the 6mm 
version. No matter how well the dies were 
polished, and how many different dies 
were made up, it seemed that the case 
body would wrinkle when pushing the 
shoulder back to form the case. The 
problem was finally solved by sizing first 
with a 6mm Walker die, then blowing it 
out to the Donaldson body. Oh well, a 
dyed in the wool gun nut just sort of 


expects to take on alittle extra work, now 
and then, to get SOMETHING DIFFER- 
ENT. 

The .224 chamber added something 
extra, in spades. Now not only did we 
have to form cases, but the neck had to 
be heavily turned as well. The Forster 
Tool was all that we had to work with in 
this area, at that time. Shortly the owner 
of the first .22 Donaldson chambered rifle 
came into the shop. Can’t you fatten up 
the neck of this critter, so | don’t have so 
much neck turning to do; 100 cases seem 
like the Labors of Hercules. After 
checking the case prints, and going into 
an appropriate trance for meditation, it 
was decided that we could use the same 
pilot on the .220 Swift reamer, and by 
running this in to neck depth, there would 
be lots less brass to remove. On paper, 
it looked darn logical. The deed was 
done. Three days later, back comes the 
rifle owner. A barrel that had been 
keeping all its shots inside my little 
fingernail now was spreading them out to 


two and a half inches, even with a turned 
neck. Checked everything in sight, 
nothing could be faulted. . . . discard the 
brilliant theory. We cut off the length of 
the neck, and re-threaded and recham- 
bered to the original neck size. Imme- 
diately the groups went back to the small 
category .... the heavy stiff neck had 
distorted the base of the bullet before it 
was fired. 

It had been our considered opinion for 
some time that had the powers at 
Remington developed the Remington 
B.R. case, using the .22-250 case with a 
.060 flash hole and small primer in the 
B.R. design, instead of the .308, not only 
would their costs have been lessened,

Fred Braun Bench Rest Rifle Matches, All Held 
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but the case would have reached a larger 
percentage of shooters, both in bench- 
rest, for accuracy development, and 
pistol silhouette for comparatively large 
sale volume. It is certain that unless they 
get off their duffs, this case will go down 
in firearms history as another royal Ex- 
ecutive Foul Up, along with the American 
automobile manufacturers bum decisions 
of the late 1970’s. When we needed a Lee 
lacocca for leadership, they gave us John 
DeLorean and a date with the narcotics 
sqaud! 

The Walker International has shown 
the best design for case in cartridge 
manufacture. One pass of the sizing die, 
and you go from there. In the past week, 
just received my reamers to make this 
chamber with a turned neck case. These 
are designed to use a .010 wall thickness 
as max, or preferably a .009 wall for 
optimum results. It would be great to 
have small primers and .060 flash-hole, 
as the powder capacity is still a tad on the 
high side. It could be that we should give 
this cartridge the Waldog treatment also. 
As it now exists, no one will have to invest 
$150 to $200 in case forming dies to get 
shooting! 


THROATS FOR MATCH RIFLES 


Several years ago, in PRECISION 
SHOOTING, Mike Walker gave a set of 
dimensions for the .308 match rifle that 
were a lot more usable than the ones of 
the S.A.A.M.I. drawing. The article, in the 
March, 1968 issue, stated, ‘‘We do not 
approve of the .310 measurement di- 
rectly ahead of the case mouth, and are 
using .3085, with other dimensions as 
close to S.A.A.M.I. as possible in 40X rifle 
production at Remington.”’ 

Working separately, both Ferris Pindell 
and myself had come up with .3080 as our 
selected dimension for this area, at the 
same time. My reamer, made by Red 
Elliott, has been used in all of my match 
.308 rifles ever since. Rifles so cham- 
bered, when the rest of the rifle package 
has been correctly assembled, will shoot 
like the proverbial house afire when fed 
properly assembled ammunition. 

Bob Cauterucio, of GTB Bullets, 
brought in an Atkinson barrel in .308 size, 
one in ten twist, heavy varmint contour, 
to be chambered. Bob is now making a 
200 grain match bullet in his dies, and

Future tools will have the angle at rear of tool reversed so that the legs on caliper for inside 
measurement will read from end of barrel shank to rear edge of groove. These rods are 25 cal, 


7MM, and .300 cal. 


wished for a bullet set to handle this bullet 
without having the base below the neck 
of the case. 

Simplest way to do this is first of all to 
cut the chamber to proper depth. Then, 
take a .3080 throating reamer, and have 
at it. The trouble is that you are cutting 
on lands, just brushing the groove of the 
diameter, and have no way of KNOWING 
JUST WHEN that reamer is starting to 
CUT. It is SOOO EASY to go too far! 

To properly gauge depth, the following 
system has been in use in my shop for 
some time. Hugh Henriksen ground a rod 
some six inches long, from a throater 
blank; the pilot shank fits my Elliott pilots, 
and the screw holds pilot on. Back of the 
pilot is the leed angle of 3 degrees. From 
the junction of the leed angle and body of 
rod .3080, some four inches back around 
the rod is ground a 1/16 inch wide groove. 
One inserts this tool in the standard 
chamber and then takes a reading here, 
from the end of the barrel shank to the 
four inch groove, using a dial caliper. 

Hold your throating reamer in the 
tailstock chuck, rig a one inch dial indi- 
cator to the tailstock spindle, contacting 
the steady rest. Go in with this in SMALL 
AMOUNTS, watching the dial, till you 
JUST start cutting the throat. Pull the 
tailstock back, and measure the amount 
cut with the rod. Return to your last 
reading on the dial, and finish the amount 
needed. 

One can also paint the rod with Dykem 
Blue. Paint the throater also. Lay the two 
together and transpose the measure- 
ments. When your throater adjusted 
scratch is even with the rear of the barrel, 
you are to proper depth. 

Look up the Sinclair ad on his mea- 
suring tool for seating depth, in back 
issues Of PRECISION SHOOTING. It 
looks as if it would make a great ac- 
cessory tool, for working with this 
system. 


Some people will look askance at the 
practice of using the tailstock chuck to 
hold throat reamer. If the chuck is out 
.009 and held five inches from the cutting 
edge, it is very unlikely that it will add a 
serious amount of angle to the throat. 

The above accessory was first made 
up in 6.5 caliber, and was so successful, 
| now have them in .270, 7mm, and 8mm, 
and others are being ordered as extra 
funds are available. 

Bob Cauterucio just phoned. ‘‘That 
rifle gave me an 11X possible at 500 
yards. No one is going to get that At- 
kinson barrel from me.” | would have to 
add the comment that Bob’s bullets 
helped a bit. 

In choosing a leed angle of 3 degrees 
included angle, this is the closest to the 
average leed angle in .30 calibers. The 
tool is of course used gently, and not 
battered around. Carefully used, it will not 
mark the leed angle. It is for this reason 
that the tool was ground out of hardened 
steel. No dings will have an effect on 
measurements.

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Group Measurement — 
A Fresh Approach 


by E. L. Phillips 


A year or so ago Jef Fowler and | were 
discussing technological advances in the 
field of bench rest competition. The bull 
session got around to group measure- 
ment. We agreed that group measure- 
ment methods and equipment had not 
been improved upon in the past 25 years. 
In point of fact, the Sweaney measuring 
device was first introduced at the NBRSA 
Nationals in 1956, held at San Angelo, 
Texas. Mr. Sweaney himself made an 
appearance there and displayed his 
device to all of the competitors. | was in 
charge of the statistical office and did all 
of the measuring using his device. 
Today’s measuring devices are little 
improved over that prototype. 

Having once owned a machinery 
manufacturing firm employing numerous 
machine tools, | was familiar with digital 
readout devices on drills, mills and lathes.

The thought occurred to me that such a 
facility might well be applied to group 
measurement. Accordingly, | made a 
search of the literature that | had on 
Mitutoyo measurement devices and 
found a digital readout device ideally 
suitedtothis application. lthas amax- 
imum range of 8” and resolution of .001”. 
That is to say that the device is accurate 
to a tolerance of plus or minus .0005”. 

Based upon the physical characteris- 
tics of the Mitutoyo device, | proceeded 
to design a structure on which to mount 
the ‘‘black box’’. As the photos show, it 
is astationary base with a cross-traveling 
table. The reticle is rigidly affixed to the 
stationary base, and the target is driven 
underneath it. 

Initially, the means of moving the table 
under the reticle was a 10-pitch, 
double-pitch lead screw rotated by hand 
with a hand wheel. Backlash was neg- 
ligible — less than .001”. The device was 
tested, using previously scored targets, 
and found to be consistently accurate. 
We used it at a couple of club matches 
and found it to be consistent in its ac- 
curacy; however the operator com- 
plained about the amount of cranking 
involved. More about this later. 

An added feature of the Mitutoyo setup 
is an accessory known as BCD Output. 
With this accessory the numbers ap- 
pearing on the digital display are trans-

mitted (in binary code decimal) to some 
outside device — in our case a micro- 
computer. We are now in process of 
developing software with which to utilize 
this feature. In short, the measuring 
device will input scores directly into the 
computer without the need of manual 
recording and manual input. We all know 
that in handling a large amount of data 
one is prone, sooner or later, to trans- 
pose digits and create an error of terrible 
proportion. We feel that this direct input 
to the computer will eliminate that source 
of error. We will be testing this facility 
between now and the NBRSA Nationals. 
Hopefully our tests will be successful, for 
if they are, posting of match results will 
be much improved. In addition — and this 
is looking down the road — we can begin 
thinking about a two-person statistical 
office at even the largest shoots. In some 
cases this can be only a one-person 
office. 

| mentioned earlier the complaint about 
an excessive amount of ‘‘cranking”’ in 
this concept. Well, something has been 
done about that. A firm in New York 
State, known as VELMEX, INC., manu- 
factures and sells powered ‘‘slides’’. We 
have been in contact with these people 
and have procured a motorized attach- 
ment for the measuring device. This 
attachment allows the operator to control 
the direction and the speed of table 
movement at will. Meanwhile, the mea- 
surement device keeps tab of table po- 
sition. Table speed is controllable from 
8.5” per minute at maximum down to 2.5” 
per minute (.004” per second) at mini- 
mum. This allows the operator to ap- 
proach the far edge of the group at 
maximum speed and then slow down to

and in reducing operator fatigue. 

For those of you interested in the 
technical aspects of this ‘‘Rube Gold- 
berg’ device, the table movement is on 
Thomson circulating ball bushings run- 
ning on 2” hardened steel rods. There is 
no discernable slack or play in the 
support mechanism. 

Up to now | have said nothing about 
human judgment involved in group 
measurement. At the heart of any 
measurement device is the factor of 
determining when the device is centered 
over a bullet hole. The device described 
here is no exception. | do feel, however, 
that this device enhances speed and 
efficiency in the stat office and probably 
has a place in the operation of a match 
with more than 75 shooters. 

| do not think this device to be the 
ultimate measuring system by any 
means. The human judgment involve- 
ment is still there. One can only hope that 
in the future someone will discover a way 
to eliminate that major source of error 
and give us a truly impersonal means of 
measurement. 

What did this infernal machine cost? 
Well, including a couple of false starts on 
the table movement mechanism, my 
out-of-pocket cost is just short of 
$2500.00, including the computer soft 
ware. 

It is hoped that among the bench rest 
fraternity there exists technical talent to 
advance the measurement technique 
beyond the personal judgment level. |, 
myself, have looked into optical com- 
parators, and, to a limited extent, lasers, 
but neither completely eliminated human 
judgment. 


| well remember that, back in the early 
1950’s, a concentrated effort was ex- 
pended in search of a target material that 
would allow a bullet to cut a clean hole. 
Various plastics and plasticized materials 
were tried. None did better than the paper 
that had been in use in NRA competition 
for a number of years; therefore, we are 
using the same target paper we were 
using 32 years ago. I, personally, think 
that there should be some new search 
made for some target material that would 
allow cutting a cleaner hole, thus elimi- 
nating some of the human judgment in 
target measurement. Not the least of the 
problems involved with the tagboard 
paper now being used is that rain-soaked 
targets definitely do not measure the 
same as dry targets. Granted, in scoring 
a given relay, all competitors shoot on 
targets under the same conditions, be it 
raining or not. However, how about those 
in other relays who shot under different 
conditions? By virtue of the physical 
characteristics of the target paper group 
measurements are probably not com- 
parable. In this field additional study is 
needed. 

In closing, | would suggest strongly 
that NBRSA and IBS both appoint 
committees to look into a new and better 
target material in the interest of more 
uniform group measurement. Now that 
aggregate sizes have shrunk so dra- 
matically, it is high time that we update 
ourselves with target material in keeping 
with the advances in guns and related 
equipment. Is it not a bit ludicrous that an 
aggregate record can be upset by .002” 
when stat offices are allowed a tolerance 
of .020”?

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Book Review 
BENCHREST ACTIONS & TRIGGERS 
by Stuart Otteson 


There is a scarcity of books about 
benchrest shooting in existence, and 
when another one becomes available, it’s 
always good news. 

To me, at least, the custom benchrest 
actions will always be fascinating. 
Sometime around the year 2000, some 
character is going to write an article for 
Gun Digest, talking about ‘‘the early 
custom benchrest actions’’, with photos 
showing Webers, Benchmasters, Shil- 
ens, Shermans .... and the more 
modern Harts, Shilens, Stolles, Halls, 
Wichitas, Meyer. . . . and the darn things 
will double or triple in value overnight, 
based on that article. 

And why shouldn't they? They are to 
today’s accuracy world what the 
Schuetzen rifles were to their day and 
age (1880-1915). The Schuetzen rifles 
are much sought after today, and de- 
servedly so. 

Well, | got off the book review on alittle 
tangent there; back to the book. The 
various chapters in the book have all 
been published before, over about a 
three-year period in Dave Wolfe's Rifle 
magazine. | have all of them myself, but 
the convenience of having them all to- 
gether in a soft-cover book, at a rea- 
sonable price, makes the book quite 
attractive. 

The book starts with the authoritative 
chapter ‘‘Rigidity of Benchrest Actions”’, 
and then reviews, in subsequent chap- 
ters, the Hall varmint action, the Stolle 
Panda, the Wichita 1375, the Hart 
Number 1, the Shilen DGA, the Hall Model 
B, the Shilen BP and BP-S, and the 
Remington 40XBR. Triggers come in for 
quite a bit of attention, with separate 
chapters on the Kenyon, Canjar, Hart, 
Remington two ounce, two ounce custom 
conversions, benchrest triggers and lock 
time. The book’s final two chapters are 
excellent pieces on estimating barrel 
weights and estimating rifle weights. 

The book is filled with useful in- 
formation, such as weights of the various 
custom actions, barrel tenon specs for 
the actions, etc. The photography is 
extensive, and excellent quality. We are 
fortunate to have an inquisitive re- 
searcher with the technical expertise of 
Stuart Otteson turn his attentions to our 
world of benchrest. 

The book sells for $8.50, and may be 
ordered from Wolfe Publishing Company, 
Inc., P. O. Box 3030, Prescott, Arizona 
86302.

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Procedure for Making 
Waldog Cases 


by Dale Hutcherson 


Realizing the veteran shooters have no 
trouble making cases, | thought maybe 
the following would help the new 
shooters. 

My version of the Waldog is .100 
shorter than the PPC. Some of the 
gunsmiths are using the .125 version. If 
you have the chamber that is .125 
shorter, make the necessary adjust- 
ments. 

First | run the cases over an expanding 
button on a 22 PPC sizing die to open 
necks so they will go over my 22 pilot on 
case trimmer. Then trim cases to alength 
of 1.415 and debur inside and outside of 
mouth. 

Then using the adapter to fit your press 
shown on page 6 of the January issue of 
P. S. | push the shoulder back using a 
RCBS 22/250 F.L. die. Keep screwing the 
die down until the case will chamber. 
Then lock the ring on the die for future 
use. NOTE: The neck diameter on my 
reamer is .2415 and the neck-diameter of 
the.case after running through the 22/250 
die will be about .244. To get the neck 
diameter small enough it will chamber | 
use a Jones sizing die with a .239 bushing 
and push case in die with an arbor press 
until it hits shoulder. Now it will chamber. 
(Use the adapter you made for press to 
push case into Jones die with arbor 
press.) 

Next step is to prime cases, drop in 6 
GRS Bullseye, fill to neck with corn meal 
and stuff a wad of tissue on top to hold 
components. 

Fire the case in your rifle and presto, 
you have a Waldog.

BULLET MOULD OVERVIEW 
by Andy Barniskis 


From my experiences loading cast 
bullets, first as a kid assembling relatively 
crude plinking loads, and later, service- 
able small game and varmint loads, and 
more recently in Cast Bullet Association 
benchrest competition, | have arrived at 
the conclusion that the keystone to good 
results with cast bullets is a good bullet 
mould. You can accumulate all of the 
apurtenances you care to, to size, swage, 
bump, and otherwise modify the 
dimensions of the original casting, but 
unless that casting started out as anearly 
perfect body of revolution, being ROUND 


with a base perfectly SQUARE to the axis 
of the bullet, your results will be only fair. 
Conversely if you start off with a good 
casting, meeting the criteria of roundness 
and squareness, it is quite possible that 
you can achieve excellent accuracy with 
few is any additional tools. 

Contrary to popular belief, faults in the 
dimensions of an as-cast bullet cannot be 
removed by sizing, swaging, or any other 
means of cold working the metal. A bullet 
which is cast out-of-round or out-of- 
square can be swaged so that it passes 
inspection by micrometer or optical 
comparitor, but at best the mass distri- 
bution will have been pushed around so 
that balance is only slightly improved. If 
it were possible to dynamically spin-test 
the bullet, it would be found to be nearly 
as imbalanced as the raw casting. 

To compound problems, a bullet which 
is geometrically perfect, but too large in 
diameter, will be damaged and rendered 
imbalanced by sizing it down to the re- 
quired diameter. The reason for this is 
that lead, being a relatively soft and 
non-linear material, will only allow the 
bullet to center itself in the sizing die for 
a relatively small amount of surface 
deformation. When the depth of plastic 
deformation at the surface exceeds a 
certain point (as required to have 
“yielded” to achieve the final diameter) 
there will be no tendency for surface 
forces in the sizing die to balance in such 
a way as to make the axis of the bullet 
stay centered. Anyone who has done 
much bullet casting has encountered a 
mould which dropped bullets so far 
oversize that when sized to the required 
diameter, the grease grooves on one side 
were nearly wiped off. While such bullets 
are obviously extremely damaged, they 
are but visible examples of what happens 
to virtually all cast bullets when sized.

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From the mid-50's through the late 
70’s, the virtual impossibility of obtaining 
a new bullet mould that would cast a 
round bullet that was anywhere close to 
size very nearly lead to the demise of cast 
bullet shooting in rifles. During this 
heyday of American prosperity, charac- 
terized by 400 HP cars and 3500 fps 
hunting cartridges, the only remaining 
interest in cast bullets rested with those 
concerned first and foremost with 
economy, plus a few eccentrics who 
continued to experiment with them out of 
habit, nostalgia, or plain craziness. In 
short, there wasn’t enough market to 
justify the effort and expense of making 
a good quality mould, since the small 
number of economy minded shooters 
weren't willing to pay the price required. 
Typically, the shortcomings of the 
moulds were discounted as insignificant 
by their manufacturers, who usually 
claimed that the wonders of their bullet 
sizing/lubricating dies would solve all of 
the problems of ovesize and asymmetry. 
As noted above, this just wasn’t so, and 
poor cast bullet performance came to be 
regarded as the norm and the price one 
paid for trying to economize. It is 
somewhat amazing that the manufacture 
of bullet moulds, at least in rifle calibers, 
didn't cease entirely. 

In the late 1970's, a strange evolution 
began in the shooting world. Shooters 
who had cut their teeth on cartridges so 
large that one simply emptied powder 
from can into cartridge case, suddenly 
learned to appreciate the understated 
performance of the ‘‘classic’’ rifles and 
cartridges of an earlier era — and, they 
discovered that cast bullets weren’t the 
anachronisms they had seemed. While 
this may very well have been due to the 
same economic phenomonon which 
brought kerosene stoves from the 
country trashpile to the corner drugstore, 
the fact remains that soon there was not 
only room, but actually demand, for 
manufacturers of bullet moulds of im- 
proved design and quality. 

This demand was aided by the Cast 
Bullet Association, which through its 
newsletter, THE FOULING SHOT, began 
to educate interested cast bullet shooters 
to the fact that better things should be 
expected — and were worth paying for 
— than what had been available in recent 
years.

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The new awareness that starting with 
a good quality mould makes cast bullet 
performance comparable to that of 
jacketed bullets possible has brought 
about a general improvement in the 
quality of moulds available. New manu- 
facturers have entered the market, one or 
two additional makers are expected to 
offer their products shortly, and the old 
manufacturers are improving their quality 
to meet the more sophisticated demands 
of today’s shooters. 

Perhaps the most encouraging devel- 
opment for cast bullet shooting in general 
is that the major manufacturers have 
taken active steps to improve many of the 
shortcomings in quality that were com- 
mon for so many years. While | sincerely 
wish to avoid undue criticism, there was 
a long period during which SOME of the 
moulds you would encounter from any of 
the major manufacturers were downright 
shameful, having defects that were 
clearly visible to the naked eye and in- 
dicating an apparent absence of any 
quality control whatever. It was not 
uncommon to encounter a nominal .264 
caliber mould that cast .274 bullets, or a 
.358 mould that would cast egg-shaped 
bullets running from .349 to .354. | am 
pleased to report that in the past several 
years | have not heard any complaints of 
such gross defects, unless the mould in 
question came from old inventory. The 
buyer of a new production mould today 
can be reasonably assured of acceptable 
quality that will give adequate hunting, 
plinking, or casual target accuracy, by 
which | mean groups of 1.5 to 2.0 MOA. 
| should point out that there never has 
been an instance that | am aware of when 
a manufacturer failed to make good ona 
legitimate complaint about the quality of 
a mould; what saddens me is the number 
of people who were soured on cast 
bullets by an experience resulting from a 
bad mould, which they did not realize was 
bad at the time. 

The brightest new star among volume 


mould manufacturers has got to be 
NorthEast Industrial, Inc., who appeared 
on the scene several years ago with a 
new line of bullet moulds ranging from 
single to four cavity, and in a variety of 
designs for pistol and rifle. Their line has 
now expanded to over 300 different 
bullets. NEI’s moulds are made of alu- 
minum, a feature which doesn’t appeal to 
some traditionalists, but | can say from 
experience with several of their moulds 
that they produce fine quality bullets, 
seem to wear well, and are immune to the 
corrosion and ‘‘soldering’’ problems that 
steel moulds are subject to. Every NEI 
mould | have casts an almost perfectly 
round bullet, and, interestingly, the 
double cavity moulds cast IDENTICAL 
bullets from both cavities. There is no 
doubt NEI is an innovator; their line in- 
cludes bullets from .22 through 4 gauge 
rifle, and they make .50 caliber gas- 
checks, for, among other things, their .50 
caliber cast bullet for the .50 Browning 
Machine Gun Cartridge! Novelty aside, 
their bullets turn up often enough among 
Cast Bullet Association winners to justify 
the attention of serious bullet casters. If 
you have been unaware of them until 
now, you should write them at 2516 
Wyoming St., El Paso, TX 79903 and ask 
for their latest catalog. 

On a somewhat smaller scale, but of 
equally fine quality, is Old West Bullet 
Moulds, of 180 Thompson Rd., Grand 
Junction, CO 81503. Their moulds have 
been unique until recently in being the 
only ones made out of bronze, which 
seems to machine very nicely and have 
good casting qualities for bullet moulds. 
While their specialty so far has been 
making high quality moulds for obsolete 
calibers, large caliber rifles and hand- 
guns, and other specialties, the quality of 
their 7mm and .30 caliber moulds is such 
that they have good potential for cast 
bullet benchrest. Anyone seeking a good 
cast bullet in a hunting design, but equally 
capable of benchrest accuracy, should

Just getting started in the business of 
making moulds for centerfire rifles is 
Donald V. Eagan, P.O. Box 5035, Clinton, 
N.J. 08809. Like Old West, Eagan makes 
his moulds of bronze. The difference is, 
he makes only NOSEPOUR moulds, a 
feature highly desireable for accuracy, 
since any casting defects due to sprue 
cutoff are at the nose, where they are less 
harmful to stability. As | write this, Eagan 
offers only two designs, both in .30 
caliber, but the workmanship | found in 
the samples | received promises that 
Eagan moulds may become a benchmark 
for cast bullet benchrest in the future. 

On a more purely ‘‘custom’’ basis, 
Richard Hoch of 62778 Spring Creek 
Road, Montrose, CO 81401, will make a 
custom, nosepour mould to YOUR design 
for a price only slightly higher than that 
of a mass produced mould. Hoch bores 
the cavities of each mould in a lathe, 
resulting in an almost perfectly round 
bullet. For several years, Hoch moulds 
have been pretty much the standard for 
serious cast bullet competitors, however, 
he will make a mould in any caliber and 
for any purpose, and much of his busi- 
ness comes from shooters needing a 
mould for an odd or obsolete caliber. He 
will also duplicate a mass produced 
design, but in nosepour configuration, 
and with better dimensional tolerances. 

Also on a semi-custom basis, Bud 
Welsh, 137 Tremaine Ave., Kenmore, NY 
14217 recuts mass produced moulds to 
cast bullets of his own design. While Bud 
caters primarily to the Singleshot trade, 
| believe he has added a few gascheck 
designs to his line. His price is very 
reasonable, and a good investment if you 
have a set of junk blocks that can be recut

to a larger caliber. Bud holds some of the 
national singleshot records using his own 
moulds and barrels. 

While no longer manufactured, | must 
mention Saeco-Darr nosepour moulds as 
the former standards of premier quality 
bullet moulds. These moulds, made by 
reknowned singleshot specialist Barry 
Darr in association with the Saeco 
company, are well known among sin- 
gleshot shooters, but were also made in 
gascheck styles in caliber .30. Many CBA 
benchrest records were set with these 
fine moulds, which now bring premium 
prices when they are available on the 
used mould market — which is seldom or 
never. 

Still on the horizon, but holding much 
promise, Tony Generose of the SECOND 
SHOT reloading shop, 36 Appletree 
Drive, Levittown, PA 19058, is experi- 
menting with manufacturing moulds cut 
by Electrical Discharge Machining. Un- 
less unforeseen problems arise, this 
process promises to yield moulds which 
are perfectly round, with tolerances held 
within a tenth of a thousandth. | am 
hoping these moulds will be available by 
the time you read this. 

| am certain that with more and better 
moulds available to more shooters, in the 
forseeable future cast bullet benchrest 
groups will be consistently challenging 
those fired with jacketed bullets. | have 
already been told of a witnessed ‘'0.000” 
10-shot group fired in practice, and every 
serious cast bullet benchrester | know 
has fired at least one ‘‘wallet’’ group in 
the past year or so that would have been 
a once-in-a-lifetime group a decade ago. 
Now that we know what constitutes 
quality, bright things await both the 
shooters and the mould manufacturers.

BROUHAHA COMING UP AT MIDLAND

Jef is arguably the hottest 
shooter for the last two or three years in 
either organization (siddown and be 
quiet, Geraci; only speak when you're 
called on), and absolutely without ar- 
gument one of today’s top shooters, and 
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probably the very best bet in any money 
match anywhere. Funny thing here is the 
fact that Jef carries a heck of an ad- 
vantage into this match .... as well as 
a heck of a disadvantage. . . . and which 
one is stronger is something that time will 
have to tell. 

The advantage is that it’s his home 
range, and surely if anyone on earth 
knows the peculiarities of Midland 
conditions, it’s Jef Fowler. Heck of a plus 

. what's the negative? Almost as 
imposing .... his club, and him speci- 
fically, are putting on this six-day Na- 
tionals. Our top shooters... . at the very 
top level .... are beginning to realize, 
more and more, what an important part 
mental preparation plays in match suc- 
cess. Now, you're Jef Fowler, the range 
host so to speak, and instead of being 
able to concentrate on a real constant 
study of what those conditions are doing 
out there, your concentration is con- 
stantly being interrupted. (Mr. Fowler, did 
you know that there’s an open well about 
200 yards west of the parking lot, about 
a twenty foot drop before you hit the 
water? My wife just fell down it, and her 
cries are getting weaker. . . . Mr. Fowler, 
my three children are lost .... Mr. 
Fowler, the electricity has just failed... . 
Mr. Fowler, the chef is drunk .... Mr. 
Fowler, the health department just called; 
what’s botulism?) That sort of thing. 


Which one... . knowledge of the range 
. Or constant interruptions in con- 
centration... . will prove to be the more 


dominant factor? 

If Jef falters, will another Texan pick up 
the purple mantle? Last year, Turk 
Turkano showed signs of a major 
breakthrough a few times on his limited 
shooting schedule. Alan Hale is overdue, 
and while Alan frequently shoots ‘‘for 
fun’’ these days, the suspicion exists that 
if he were to put it all together at a given 
time, he could win it from memory of past 
days. Or how about Ed Shilen . . . . he’s 
not in the Hall of Fame for nothing .... 
and probably 30 days of regular practice 
would restore a lot of long unused 
knowledge. 


Or shall we go to the adjoining state of 
Louisiana, where we have to start with 
the equally imposing figure of Don Geraci, 
the old Rajun Cajun. . . . surely one of the 
top five shooters of today, and a guy who 
goes to the matches with one thought 

beat Fowler. Recently | was 


speaking to Jef by phone.... it was a 
Tuesday .... and | asked him if he had 
heard from Don recently. Jef mused, 
‘Lessee, it's Tuesday .... I’ve heard 


from him yesterday and today’’. ‘Really, 
what's he got to say?”’ ‘‘Oh, just that he’s 
a better shot than | am’’. ‘‘What did you 
say?” “Oh, | just laughed at him, of 
course.’ That's the way Fowler and 
Geraci go at it, the psyche way starts 
when Don gets out of his van, and 
continues until the last shot of the match 
is fired. 

If Don falters, will it be another Loui- 
siana shooter? Marcy Lyons... . Louis 
Langlinais .... Francis Broussard? The 
whole crew of them are as dangerous as 
a Turk in a pressure cooker like the 
Nationals. 

Or will it be somebody from the 
Southeastern region? Ed Watson is 
overdue for going on a full-scale tear up, 
as he is so capable of doing when things 
go right ... . and when Ed Watson gets 
hot, the rest of the match is shooting for 
second place! Or will it be some other 
talented shooter from that region .... 
such as George Javo, Nick Young, Kenny 
Jarrett. 

Every one of the regions will have its 
favorite sons to root for. Winners could 
be a complete surprise, such as Russell 
Evans winning light varmint last year at 
the Nationals. Maybe it will be an IBS 
shooter, making the long trek to the other 
side of the moon to arrive at Midland; 
surely the arrival of a car full of Eubers 
would make a dent in the betting odds. 
And up in Kelayres, Pennsylvania, Lester 
Bruno studies a Rand-McNally, and tries 
to find Midland, Texas. 

Maybe it will be an old pro, whose 
competitive fire is re-kindled on a warm 
sunny Texas afternoon .... and who

Grand agg was won by Louis Lang- 
lanois with a 483-16X, followed by (2) 
Marcy Lyons, 482-16X; (3) E. M. Baggett, 
480-16X; (4) James Neal, 474-12X, and 
(5) Carroll Green, 472-13X. 

Louis Langlanois fired a 6MM Hunter, 
on a Wichita action, Hart barrel, Weaver 
T6 scope, and a load of 37.1 grains of 
Winchester 748 powder behind 70 grain 
Metzger bullets. 

There were at least a half-dozen 
shooters here who might win the 
upcoming Hunter Nationals without 
surprising anyone, and another half- 
dozen who might win it as a mild surprise. 
Interesting match. Why does Marcy 
Lyons find himself in the number two spot 
so often these days? Must be a bit 
frustrating to the current hunter champ. 
He'll probably take his frustrations out on 
the competitors in Texas in early June.

They held the California State 
Championships for sporter, light varmint, 
and heavy varmint at Visalia on Sep- 
tember 4, 5, and 6, 1982. Thirty-eight 
shooters were in the ten and a half pound 
classes, and forty-seven shooters 
crowded the firing line for the perennially 
popular thirteen and a half pound divi- 
sion. The weather was apparently pretty 
warm, and each afternoon, in the 90 
degree temperatures, we found out who 
could dope mirage and who couldn't. 

In sporter class, at 100 yards, Paul 
Snow of Salt Lake City opened up an 
impressive lead with an aggregate of 
.2020; from that point it was a long ways 
back to second place Bill Ramsey with a 
.2528, followed by Dan Kinkelaar’s .2594, 
Dennis Thornbury, .2728, Lowell Frei, 
.2758, and Don Hase, .2768. Mr. Snow 
also collected small group honors with a 
146. 

At 200 yards, Bill Ramsey of Merced, 
California decided that he’d had enough 
of this second place nonsense, and took 
the first place award with a .2551 agg. 
Those nipping at his heels included 
Dennis Thornbury, .2876; Jim Langdon, 
.3130; Bill Mellor, .3202; Chuck Miller, 
.3321; and Walt Berger, .3444. Small 
group was Bill Ramsey’s .232. 

Grand agg winner was the good Mr. 
Ramsey with a .2540 mark, trailed by 
Dennis Thornbury, .2802; Jim Langdon, 
.2953; Paul Snow, .3034; Bill Mellor, 
.3065, and Don Hase, .3165. 

The winner, Bill Ramsey, used a 6PPC, 
Hall action, Hart barrel, Leupold 36X 
scope, and a load of 2-.5 grains of H322. 
Bullets were not specified, but we pre- 
sume that he did use them. 

Next day, in the light varmint class, 
Frank Lawrence and Bill Ramsey hit the 
100 yard finish line exactly even, with 
identical aggs of .2268, then it was 
Leonard Quesada with a .2754, and then 
another dead heat between Jim Langdon 
and Don Scott, each with .2826 aggs, and 
finally Mark Fowler .2858. Small group 
went to Paul Snow's .130. Frank 
Lawrence is the 100 yard winner, based 
on established procedures for tie- 
breaking. 
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Out to 200 yards, and Jim Langdon, of 
Petaluma (the arm-wrestling capitol), 
wins it with a .2894, and then it’s Dennis 
Thornbury .2969 (Dennis seems to be in 
a second place rut these days), Bill 
Mellor, .3337; Harold Lawrence, .3380; 
Stu Harvey, .3430, and Spencer Zootis, 
.3434. Small group is Glen McNabb’s 
313, 

Grand agg winner is Jim Langdon, 
.2860, then Spencer Zootis, .3157; 
Harold Lawrence, .3159; Bill Ramsey, 
.3168; Dennis Thornbury, .3195; and Bill 
Mellor, .3264. 

Jim Langdon used a 6PPC, on a 
sleeved XP-100 action, Hart barrel, 
Lyman-Siebert 30X scope, and a load of 
25.5 grains of H4198, behind 68 grain 
GTB bullets. 

The heavy varmint 100 yard stage was 
won by Larry Hahn of Pleasanton, Cal- 
ifornia with a .2164, and lined up behind 
him were Leonard Quesada, .2202; Paul 
Snow, .2414; Bill Ramsey, .2512; Dennis 
Thornbury, .2644; and Gene Harless, 
.2658. Small group went to Leonard 
Quesada’s group of .118. 

At 200 yrds it was Bill Martz of San 
Jose, .2580, then Dan Kindelaar, .2656; 
Dennis Thornbury, .2823: Lowell Frei, 
.3000; Glenn McNabb, .3010; and Chuck 
Miller, .3149. Small group went to Sam 
Kurtovich, with a nice round .200. 

For grand aggregate Dennis Thornbury 
managed to snap his second place rut, 
and found himself, to his surprise, holding 
a trophy with a number ‘‘one’’ on it. 
Following the Thornbury .2734 were 
Larry Hahn, .2865; Dan Kinkelaar, .2880; 
Bill Martz, .2938; Leonard Quesada, 
.2945; and Bill Ramsey, .2965. 

Dennis Thornbury fired a 6PPC, in a 
Hall B action, Hart barrel, Lyman-Siebert 
36X scope, and a load of 28 grains of 
H322, behind 68 grain Stu Harvey bullets. 

There were trophies in the three gun, 
and they gave the one marked ‘‘first’’ to 
Bill Ramsey, .2891; second place went to 
(who else?) Dennis Thornbury, .2910; 
then Jim Langdon, .2944; Leonard

pionships for light varmint and heavy 
varmint at Black Canyon on April 9th and 
10th. 

On the ninth, everyone hauled out the 
ten and a half pounders, and 31 shooters 
blazed away. At then end of 100 yards, 
Lowell Frei had quite a lead, witha .2452, 
followed by: (2) Don Spencer, .3026; (3) 
Dan Sutton, .3054; and Ed Reiten, .3216. 
When the target frames went back to 200 
yards, it was Tom Houghton’s turn for a 
substantial lead, with a .3661, followed 
by: (2) Dick Howard, .4214; (3) Rolf Van 
Camp, .4372; (4) Jack Robinson, .4453. 
Small group at 100 yards was .094 by 
Nancy Miller, and a .374 at 200 yards by 
John Orn picked up the marbles. Grand 
aggregate winner was Tom Houghton 
with a .3687, followed closely by Lowell 
Frei’s .3736, Ed Reiten with a .4086 was 
third, and Rolf Van Camp was fourth at 
.4103. 

On Sunday, onto heavy varmint, with 
30 shooters. At 100 yards Dan Sutton 
won it with a .2224, followed by: (2) 
George Foster, .2642; (3) Ed Reiten, 
.2696, and (4) Dick Howard, .2870. Small 
group was .150 by Jim Kent. For 200 
yards it was (1) Walt Berger, .3320, 
trailed by: (2) Lowell Frei, .3918; (3) Jack 
Robinson, .4002; (4) Bob Bulloch, .4203. 
Small group was a .465 by Steve An- 
derson. 

The two gun award went to a hot 
shooter these days, Lowell Frei, with a 
.3504, then (2) Dan Sutton, .3630; (3) 
Walt Berger, .4025; (4) Bob Bulloch, 
.4033; (5) Ed Reiten, .4067. 

For winners equipment, Tom 
Houghton, in light varmint, used an At- 
kinson barrel (not surprisingly), in 
.22PPC, on a Stolle action, topped by a 
Leupold 36 power scope, and used a load 
of 27.5 grains of H322 powder, behind 
Berger 52 grain bullets. 

In heavy varmint, Walt Berger con- 
tinues to fire the .222 cartridge, and 
continues to win. Walt used a Stolle 
action, McMillan barrel, a Lyman-Siebert 
30X scope, and a load of 25.2 grains of 
335 powder, behind 52 grain Berger 
bullets (not surprisingly). 
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
